and notable to ſuffer any longer my extream miſery, being incredi- 
| bly:MiQed, to fee his Majeſties honour and the publick Repurati- 

on wounded through my lides, [ was forced to come home- 

At my Arrivall, 7 acquainted his Mijeſty with my fad conditi- 
on, who was graciouſly pleaſed to be very ſenſible otit, but not a- 
bleat thattime to help me.

That I oughttoreſt Gatisfied 
with what orders 7 ſhould receive from time to time, and for to help 
and aſſiſt me they woufd give order to their Meſſepgers, to wait up+ 
on me to that purpoſez3defired that it might be ferioully conſidered 
how much it would reflect upon the honour of the Nation, to im- 
ploy men of that condition, breeding, & odious imployment, no wiſe 
capable nor qualifi'd to aGtin a buſineſs of ſuch a puniglious and de.

alſotheſe Innovations ia matter of -Audicnce, that it muſt not be 
demanded of the 'Maſterof the Quamenii coding to the gene- 
ral praQtiſe of all Nations, but muſt be demanded by Letter to the 
Speaker, when granted, then the Maſter of the nies did 
bring them to the Houſe where being ſate, they delivered their Cre» 
dentials to the ſaid Maſter, and he to the Speaker. In private Au» 
dieunce with the Counſel of State it muſt hkewiſe be 

Letters frotn the publick Miniſter tg the Preſident, 2nd thenan Or» 
der tothe Maſter of the Ceremony'to bring him - None were per- 
mitted to have Andience in the Houſe, but extraordinary and ordi- 
nary Ambaſladors, other publick Miniſters of leſſer CharaQers,muſt 
not be admitted into the Houſes but a Committee was choſen and 
ſent up tothe Houſe of Peers, and the Chair-man received his 
Credentials from the hand of the Maſter of the Ceremonies. The 
Houſe of Lords was not conſtantly made uſe of, but ſometimes the 
Inner Court of Wards was appointed, which ſometimes did beget 
Diſputes, becauſe they who had not their Audience in the Houſe of 
Peers, conceivedit a diſparagement to their Maſters, but that whick 
did moſt juſtly offend thoſe publick Miniſters of the leſſer Claflis, 
and in them their Maſters, was 3 That contrary to the praftiſe of 
the whole World in allthe ſorts of Government, they were not per- 
mitted to deliver their Credentials themſelves, to that which was 
looked upon as the Supream Authority 3 but when they ſaw their 
Complaints and Quarrellings did produce no fatisfattion, they were 
ordered by their Maſters to connive at ſuch punctiglios , to the end; 
it might not be an impediment to more material bufinefles, Fhe 
publick Miniſters in their Reciprocal Viſits, would comfort one ano- 
ther, that they muſt do in Ergland, as thoſe that did refide in Twre 
key, Moſcovi a, and other Barbarons Princes Courts, and as to their 
State Negotiations, that they had as little ſatisfaRtion, for they did 
meet with ſo many difficulties, delays, unaccuſtomed and uncivill 
ways of Treating,that they could not te]l bow to behave themſelvs, 
their Commiſſiuners being often changed, and fo conſtrained to > 
yell.

To which-[anſwerin the Nega- 
gative, for as I was unwilling at firſt to meddle with this Officr, 
which hath been my undoing, ſo did I from timetotime cx- 
preſſe my diſlike of proceedings, when and where I could do 
it with prudence andlafety, in -a time when the powerof the 
Nation, was weilded with ſo muck peſhon and violence. 


Put my invincible anſwer is, that Lawleſs 'neceflity is an ir- 
reliſtable Tyrent , which forced me toat poſlively, or to 
periſh, tor as 1 humb'y ſhewed in the -begmning of 'th-:is 
Narrative , 1 was deeply ingaged for his late Majeſty ( of 
everblefied memory ) which debts are ſince deubled, the 
Creditors reckoning Intereſt upen Intereft far Twenty 
Yeurs together , this made my burden fo heavy and ſad, nay 
_ unſupportable , that mea did admire bow [ was able to

And 1 ferionſly confidered with'my felf, that my —_ 
bn that place was'very innocent, as confiſting in holdivg fort 
toStrangers the Civilities of the[Nation, and indeed, during 
the whole courſe of my ſervice in this Office, myend was 
fixed upon the ſervice, Intereſt and honour of the Nation, 
conſtamly hoping, that God, in his providence would ig his 
good time deliver us out of our diſtrattions, and reſettle the 


three Nations again , upon the agciegt Baſis, of our former 
B Government

Goverament , which we ſee now effected, in great mercy, 
by the happy return of his ſacred Majeſty to his Throne. 
bat this is not a flattering infiguation, but a ſincere and 
reall truth is ſufficiently known to ſuch, as I durſt open my 
thoughts unto, Befides the duty of my Loyalty,and my con- 
fidence of the publiques re-cſtabliſhment, abcherein. my own 
particular conceraments were aſtropg motive therenoto; for 
I tound that I could not expe any Juſtice, much lefſe favour 
from men that did look upon me, as an old Courticr, and 
ſo not much to be eruſted, and to this I may adde, the 
hatred that ſome leading men did bear me ſecretly, for bowng 
with freedome of diſcourſe exprefied my averſion, agai 
Enthuſiaſts, and their new Hoterodox principles in matters of 
Religion. 


I ated all along by the aboveſaid Ordinance of Lords 
and Commons, who had Declared for a King and Parlia- 
ment, during which time, I had the honour to be commanded 
to condult Ambaſladours to his late Majefties preſence, whe 
was graciouſly pleaſed to accept of my ſervice, as is above men- 
tioned , and | have in all changes , conſtantly ſhunned 
all other Patents, Commiſliogs and powers of whomſoever , 
which was not without great difficultic and increaſe of jealous 
fie and diſtruſt, which beſides the operation it had, in obfiry» 
_ the juſt payment of what was due to my place, did even 
hiaderthe reimburſiing of what I was out of purſe for their pub» | 
lick ſervicez Nay, their ſuſpition went fo far, that ſome that 
had the management of State-affairs, did ſecretly requeſt the 
publick Miniſters, not to acquaint me with their Negotiations, | 
but they frequently comming to viſit mee did impart to mee, | 
what had been ſaid to my prejudice, blaming greatly their in- | 
gratitudc, jealouſie and ignorance, profcſſiag, the greateſt com- | 
tort they had here, was my converſation. | | 


This | 
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This can be witaeſſed by many Ambaſſadours and others 
yet alive, The neceſſity of ſpeaking of theſe things, I hope 
wil Apologize for this ſeeming oſtentation. I did eafily per- 
ceive that their drift in revealing theſe things conceming my 
ſelf was ro have wrovght a diſcontent, and reſentment in me, 
and to have made !lome uſe of me to the publick prejudice, 
which our raw States-men, (not having paſt their novitiate 
did not dive into,and the truth is,that upon this ſcore of revenge 
and my known puverty, jome of them thought, they had got- 
ten ſuch intimacy with me,that the y might attempt to feel how 
the pulſe of myfidelity did beatznot doubting, but their injuries 
added to my extream neceflity, and ill uſage wou}d make mee 
malleable enouzh for their ends, and to become 2n Inſtru- 
ment for the furthering of their Maſters deſigns 5 to this pur- 

ſe conſiderable ſumms of mony were offered, but were by 
me refuſed with a generous Reſentment, juſtly abhorring 
any thing of that nature, that might any way tend tothe di- 
ſhonour or diſadvantage of the Nation, or to my particular 
infamy 3 I am ready when required, to name the parties, It 
may eaſily be conceived, thzt during the ſpace of ſo many 
years, and the conſtant concourſe of ſo many publick Miniſters, 
and important Negotiations, it 1 had ſought my ſelf, I had op- 

rtunities many and grear, to have made my fortune ,eſpeci- 
ally, conſidering thatl ( almoſt alone ) was permitted tocon« 
verſe with them dayly. 


When his Majefty C of bleſſed memory) his goods and 
moveables were fold, then was 1 ec:rneftly adviſed and 
preſied tolay hold on that opportunity , for the payment of 
what was due to me, and fitting recompence for my ſervices 
the ſame was offered me , when the Kings, Queens, and 
Church-Lands were to be fold , to pay thoſe to whom they 
were indebted, but 1didloyally, conſtantly and conſcienti- 
ouſly decline 2nd ſhun thoſe ways of payment and compenſa« 
tion, neither wou!d 1mmeddle with any confiſcated particular 
mans eſtate, rattic: chooling extream poverty, then to bee 

B 2 obnoxiouy 
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obnoxious to the Curſe of t ie true Owners; 5nd this I did, 
in Times, when there was little or no probability, to' be cal» 
led toan Accompt by-man: f wasalfo told, that [ ſhould be 
imployed on ſome conſiderable Ambafſie, but in a prudent 
way, did ſhun all occaſions that might ingage me in any ſuck 
odious Imployment, although the Allowance was Incompa- 
rably beyond. all former precedents and better paid, being 
permitted to draw Bills of Exchange upon their Maſters, a 
thing never heard of heretofore. 


Many other great promiſes were made tome, by the lic» 
ceſſive powers, but none performed in the leaſt 3 nor could I 
ever obtain ſo much Juſtice, as to have ſome appointed to 
fign my Bills, according to Cuſtom, for the money [ kad con» 
tinually occaſien to disburſe for the publick Service. By the 
Qrdinance of Parliament, I was to enjoy the Office, with all 
the Allowances, Perquiſite, Rights, and Priviledges, as hath 
at any time, or doth belong to any Mafter of the Ceremo- 
- nies which I found did formerly ariſe by 200.). Annu 
all Fees, an allowance of twenty billings a day for every 
Audience, twenty ſhillings a day for a Coach out of Town, if 
in Town tea ſhillings 3 and befides other incidents, one of the 
greateſt benefits, the right of receiving the accuſtomed Dona- 
tions, and Preſents from Ambaſſadors , and other Publike 
Miniſters : But I havenot received any of theſe Perquiſites 
and Rights, belonging to the place, according to th: Ordi- 
nance 5 only I received a great part of the two hundred pound 
Sallary per annum, with great pains, ſolicitation, and extraor- 
dinary expence. What I received on that Accompt, will
